FROM SANTA FE. 


The duties emount to seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lass per wagen loed of goods, and one hundred 
fifty dollars for translating invoices, ke, and they 
were rigidly exacted. Not only was this case, but 
many of the goods were seized, as being prohibited, 
and heavy losses were sustained. 

All of the companies have been in the habit of 
taking out contraband goods, with the implied as 
sent of the custom house officers, but this year the 
Government seit Gen. Conde to Santa Fe, with 
orders to enforce the law, and he bas done so. 
Coarse cotton goods—objects of contraband—had 
been seld very low st auction, and the collector 
declares that he will hereafter enforce the law in 
this particular. Duties will be, it is said, at least 
$1,000 per wagon, Generel Conde's order prohi- 
biting the itroduction of coarse cotton goods, will 
nearly stop the trade at Santa Fe The trade had 
been very prosperous, as, owing to an apprehension 
of war, the people of the lower country had been 
induced to visit Santa Fe to make their purchases 
The citizens of New Mexico had been very much
